Godenaux, president of the Louisiana rice 
commission, declared that rice production in 
the south had increased in ten years to 
6,771,400 barrels annually, and that in the

It used to be the theory that rice could 
be grown only in the coast counties of the 
state where overflow lands were available, 
and Georgia's biggest rice plantations are still 
located in that section. Within recent years, 
however, it has been established by actual 
experience that rice can be successfully and 
profitably grown in the upland sections, al- 
most in the mountain region itself. Rice 
culture profitably pursued on the hill- 
sides of Jackson and other northeast Geor- 
gia counties, where 50 to 60 bushels are 
made on an acre, while in the creek and 
river bottoms of the same territory, there 
are made 75 bushels and more. The results 
attained in northeast Georgia indicate that 
there.is scarcely a county in the state but 
could produce some rice, if it tried.

The Holland Letter 


Some of the apprehension which was oc- 
casioned by the creation of the federal trade 
commission has been dissipated by the an- 
nouncement which has just been made that 
the commission will begin its activities with 
the consideration of the subject of our for- 
eign trade. When this commission was or- 
ganized and, in fact, before President Wilson 
had made choice of its members it was 
of as the one remaining 
doubtful factor in the business situation. 
Some of those who were greatly occupied 
last fall with the effort to bring order out 
of ehaos, and who have since been permitted 
to gain somewhat confidential knowledge of 
the financial situation in England and of 
the purposes of the English government, 
felt free to say late in February that if it 
could be demonstrated that the federal trade 
commission is to act in sympathy with busi- 
ness interests in the United States, and so 
far as pessible to give constructive impulse 
to these activities, then the organization 
will be cordially welcomed, and it will per- 
form a great service That was regarded 
as its chief opportunity. 

Those who were competent to pass judg- 
ment were convinced in midwinter that the 
bottom of business depression in the United 
States was touched about the Ist of October 
of last year Yet at that time the United 
States Steel Cerporation was operating, ac- 
cording to high authority, about 30 per cent 
of its capacity. it could not have gone 
much lower without, temporarily at least, 
abandoning production. The new’ federal 
trade commission was believed to have a 
splendid opportunity greatly to stimulate 
not only this steel industry, but all steel 
industries in. the United States. Therefore, 
men oOf finance and men of business have 
been waiting in the hope that the commis- 
sion, aS soon as organized, would reveal a 
constructive and sympathetic splint 

Now comes information from Washington 
that the cOmmission will begin public hear- 
ings at first tn New York city and later 
elsewhere, that it can obtain authorita- 
tive information respecting the best manner
